DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an 
amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given a telephone 
interview with Jeffrey D. Hale on March 22, 2010. 

Claim 30, line 4, "selecting the first data transfer mode, " was changed 
to - - selecting the first data transfer mode if a local bus bandwidth is below 
specified nonzero threshold- -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9, 20, 22-23 and 30-34 are allowed. 

3. Claims 10-19, 21 and 24-29 have been canceled. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant's amendment filed on 12/18/2009 in conjunction with the remarks have 
been reviewed by the examiner in view of the prior art of record, and it is agreed 
that the prior art of (U.S Patent No. 6,658,499 to Day et al., U.S Patent No.6, 
021,129 to Martin et al., U.S patent No. 7,215,670 B1 to Karlsson et al. and U.S 
Patent No. 6,590,865 B1 to Ibaraki et al.) do not teach as in the independent 
claims 1, 7 and 30, wherein a modem adapted to select a first data transfer mode 
if a local bus bandwidth is below a specified nonzero threshold even if the 
second data transfer mode could be used with the local bus bandwidth . Claims 
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2-6 are allowed due to their dependency to claim 1 . Claims 8-9, 20 and 22-23 are 
allowed due to their dependency to claim 7. Claims 31-34 are allowed due to 
their dependency to claim 30.
